SOME BREEZY SOENES AT THE HEARING

Hapwisnric, Feb, 20.—The Standard
il Cowpany magnates, attracted to the
Sute Capitol vesterday by the hearing on
te Burdick bill, which proposed to materi-
ally cnt down the rates churged by the Na-
tiona! Transit Company for the transporta-
tion and siorage of oil, leit the city to-day
greatly delighted with the prompt action of
the House Uommitice on Corporations in
votiug o report it nagatively br a decisive
majority. The Standard 0il Trust, the
parent of the Natiouval Transiz, bad coneen-
trated its hest speaking taleat here to point
cut the dissstrous effects which it is alloged
wonld fow from the proposed legislation,
but it bad hardly anticipated the over-
whelmitg wictory it achieved.

The friends of the bill are much chagrined
that they shouid have been knocked out so
easily. Buotwhile the first rousd in the
finky for lower tolls was discouraging, they
have firmly resolved to avail themselves of
every parliamentry expedient to galvanize
the bill inte life. The action of the Com-
mitiee on Corporationy will be sustained by
some members, who wou!d have voted for
the bill if the report had been favorable, but
2 preater nnmber care nothing tor the dietum
oi the eommittee, and will vote to place it
vo the ealendar in defiatice of its action.

S1ill Fall of Fight.

on then the confines of o committee roow,
and will exert themselves 10 the ninost to

Lepresentative Burdiok, the author of the

mendation. He is a popular member, and
a considerable number of his associater will
vote with him oo that scconnt. . Asama-
tr of the entire House is necessary to up-
set the work of & committee, 105 votes will
be required 1o resuscitate the bill,

Resolutions are considered ouly wnder the
rules of the House on  Monday and Friday,
and on these Jays the attendasee is geaerally
nepger.  On this account the proposition of
Bepresentative Burdick is placed ata de-
cided disadvuntage, but he bas stropg hopes
o! a sucecessinl jsue.

Ex-Scustor Lee, who was delegated by
the oil producers to represent their interests
bhere, thinks the adverse action on the Bur-
diek bill was a very bad wove, from a po-
litieal standprint. asa blow at the interests
of the producers of petrolenm. The election
Iast November showed the power of these
pobple whon aroused.

Antagonizing the Ol Men,

All the eounties in which petrolenm is
produced cootributed largely to the defeat of
Dielamater, becanse (Mr. Lee intimated), of
Ii= relations with the Siandard Oil Com-
paoy. If the Republicans wanted 1o make
this State permauvently Demoeratic, the most
eoffectual way to attain the result was to
pursue a policy like that which found ex-
pression in the defeat of the bill to secure
reasousble rates for shipping oil through
e,

SOME SOLDIER BILLS

THAT ARE MAKING OLD VETERAKS IN
THE SENATE WEARY.

The Chickamnugs Mensure Strs Tp =
Spirited Debate—It Is Finally Defeated
—Senator Grady's Amusing War History
—Other Bills That Are Pending.

IEFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISTATCOH.]

HarnisBURG, Feb, 20.—There wss o
spirited discussion in the Senate to-day on
the bill appropriating §12,500 to mark the
positions of Pennsylvania troops with monu-
ments or tablets on the Chicknmauga battie-
ficld. A numberof old soldier in the Sen-
ate are getting weary of the legislation to
take money from the Treasury to help vari-
ons schemes, in  which the soldier is made
to figure. General MeCreary and Senator
Bates, both of whom have seen good serv-
ice, opposed the bill considered to-day, be-
eanse its passage might cause an cxpensive
precedent, as other appropriations would
likely be demanded for many other battle-
fielas.,

Senator Grady crested much amusement
by his contradietion of the history of the
war. He had General Graot and other Gen-
erals of distinction fizhting for the life of
the Unicn on the Chicamsuga battlefield
who were hundreds of miles away, and his
bettar in'ormed Republican colleagurs were
obliged to clear up his recoliections of war
seenes.  The bill was deleated, but Senator
Grady ehanged his vote for the bill 10 order
that he might move for a reconsideration.

Among other soldier hills before the
Legisiature is one providing for medals, at
an aggregate expense of §1,600, to be awarded
to the first defenders of the Union during
the late war,

Another bill provides that £75,000 be ap-
plied to the erection ol equestrian statues 1o
Generals Meade and Hancock at Gettys-
burg., This is a very popular measure, be-
cause of the distinction these heroes won,
and because the siatues are to be erceted on
Pennsyivanis soil.

TWO0 MURDERERS' FATE.

The Governor Disposes of One and Is Con-
sidering the Other,
*EPPCTIAL TELECRAMN TO TUE DiISrATCR. ]

HaApRrISBURG, Feb, 20.—Governor Pat-
tison has dirccted a letter to be sent to the
Distriet Attorney of Washington county as
to the physical condition of the murderer
West, who, in communications submitted
to the Governor, is represented to be s
phyrsical wreck snd consequently not o fit
subject to be hanged. The jail physician
thinks four months will be required to re-
store him to a condition that would warrant
his execution.

A short time since an spplication was
made for the reprieve of Harry Marsh, of
Cambria eounty, on the gronnd that he was
insane. The Distriet Attorney of the
county was asddressed as to the murderer’s
condition, and he wrote in reply that the
court and jury had passed on his mental
condition at the trial. The Governor ac-
cordingly refused to interfere with the ex-
ecntion of the death warrant. Marsh and
West are to be executed on the 26th inst,

WORLD'S FAIR DISPLAY.

The Bill Providing for It Unanimously
Passed by the Senate.

HaArrISBURG, Feb. 20.—The Sensate, by
a upanimous vote to-day, passed the bill ap-
proprinting $150,000 for the display of Penu-
sylvauin produets at the Chicago Exposi-
tion, The commission which is to disburse
this money will consist of tree persons to
be appointed by the Governor, two by the
Senate and two by the House. The mem-
bers of the commission shiall be entitled only
to their tra tation £xp and 86 aday
for subsistence during neeessary abseuce
irom their homes,

They are antherized to appoint an Execu-
tive Commissioner and to fix hissxlary, sub-
ject to the approval of the Governor., He
shall see thut a complete and ereditable dis-
play is seonred, and shall have personal
charge of thie solicitation, collection, trans-
portation, srrangement and exhibition of
the objects o be displayed.

STANDING IT WELL.

Pittsburg's Young Succi Loses a Little More
Pounds In the First Twenty Hours of
His Fast—Ho Sleeps Like a Top—His
Temper Good.

Elmer A, Collins, the Pittsburg Sueci, en-
tered upon the second day of his fast, yes-
terday morning. He had slept soundly and
was in excellent spirits. At noon the fol-
lowing official bulletin of his condition was
issued: Temperature, 98.59; pulse, 88;
respiration, 20. Later in the day, at 6 r.
M., & second and more complete examina-
tion was made, with the following result:
Weight, 134 pounds; pulse, 80; respiration,
18; temperature, 98.5° During the 20
hours of his fast he had lost precisely 414
pounds. The attendant medieal men elaim
that this very large decrease in weight is but
the natural result of the first day’s fast, and
will not be repested,

During yesterday Collins partook of filt-
ered water three times—1 ounce st 1:50 2. M.,
1 ounce at 5:18 P, a1, and 1 ounce at 8 P, M,
Shortly befors midnight he took five drops
of turpentine in half an ounce of water,

He is quite confident of sucoess in his en-
deavor, and stands the rough sallies of the
crowds which visit him hourly. It is cer-
tainly tantalizing to be oflered beefeteak or
pie, or ssked whai one wounld like for sup-
per when in the ontset of a 30.days’ fast,
But Cellins does not appenar to mind such
remarks the least in the world. When asked
what he wants fur supper he replies, with a
laagh: “Oh, send me up a dozen toothpicks;
thes're all 1 peed.”

Collins retired to rest at 11:20 last night,
and fell into a quiet sleep less than ten min-.
utes alter, 2

The sworn medical attendants and repre.
sentitives of newspapers have been constant
in their attendance upon the faster, two of
them being always with him,

A BALLOT BOX MYSTERY.

Two Daring and Unnccountable Thefts
From the Beaver FPolling Place.

DEATH IN THE DARK.

Amid Fire and Smoke Men Are
Crushed in a Railroad Tunnel By

A DOUBLE COLLISION OF TRAINS.

Several Cars Are Telescoped, Catch Fire
and Ars Consomed.

SIX LIVES LOST AND MANY INJURED

NEw YORE, Feb. 20,—There was a col-
lision at 7:10 o’clock this morning in the
middle railway tunnel through Fourth ave
oue, nenr Eighty-fifth street, between two
traivs of the New York, New Huven nnd

riford Company. One was the New
Hiven loeal, leaving the Grand Central sta-
tion at 7:02, and it ran into u train of empty
cars, no ops being in them, the employes
being on their way fo the yard at Mott
Haven. The wreck soon took fire and
burned fiereely, owing to the great draught
in the tunnel,

Moreover, there was a second collision by
a “'light engine' going north from the yard
running into the wreck. Six lives were lost
through the first collision, and several per-
sons were injured, all probably cmployes.

Up the Grand Central yard ail trains pass
to the left, and in whichever direction they
may be going take the track on the left side
of the tunnel, The Ioston express, with a
score or more of car-cleaners on bonrd, was
on the west track of the middle tunnel
going toward the shops at Mott Haven.

The Atmosphere Thick With Smoke.

It left the Grand Central station ata speed
of ¥ix wiles an hour. The heavy atmosphcere
prevented the tunnel from clearing itself of
stenm and smoke, and it was difficult to see
the white, green and red signal. A New
Haven accommodation train left the station
at 7:02 on the track occupied by the other,
having on board about 15 passengers, and
when it reached Fifty-ninth street was run-
ning 30 miles an hour.

Fireman Wellngton says he leaned out of
the cab window and saw the lights one ufter
the other as the engine appruached thens
At the Fifty-ninth street signal station both
the *‘distant” and “home' lights were
white, which signified that the block ahead
was clear, so on sped the train. The next
siznal station is at Seventy-second sireet.
The “distant’ signal is & square lamp,
showing white on ooe side and green on the
other, and is 1,000 feet in front of the
“home" signal, which is immeadiately oppo-
site the station and has a white and red side.
At a point about half way between Eighty-
fourth and Eighty-fifth streets the enzine
hurled itself against the rear of the Boston
express sleeper, wrecking the smoking car
and driving it partly through the palace
car, o which it was coupled,

The Engineer Unaware of the Collislon.

Both trains came to & standstill within a
quarter of o minute. The engineer of the
express did not knew when his train wes
struck. He felt the cars pulliog very hard
while his engine began to stop. The signal
man at Eighty-sixth street put his head out
of the wipdow of his box and shouted: "All
rightl Go abead!"”

He thought the engineer was stopping be-
cause unauble to see the signuls, but the lat-
ter shouted back, as he pulled open the
throtile: *‘1 can’t; my airis on!"" Thesudden
destruction of the two rear coaches had put
on the autowstio brakes. .

Fowler and Wellington jumped from their
engine as it crashed into the smoker. aud
the former was alightly injured. He was
able, however, to take eare of his engine
when he learned that only its Iront end was
broken. The tunnel was filled with wreck-
age by the collision, and & moment ufter it
oceurred a light awiteh engine on the down
track ran into it, jumped the rails and
turned partly aeross the tunnel. Six men
were on it but none were hurt.

The Horror of Fire Is Addod.

The telescoped cars, a mass of broken tim-
bers and splinters, were piled up under one
of the roof openinegs of the tumnel, and
taking fire immediately, thesmoke nl.tracteti
the nttention of the people iu the neichbor-
hood. Those that were near heard shrieks
and calls for help. Civilians and police-
wmen climbed over the railing of the small
park that surronnds the opening and looked
down unpon the wreek. Two fire alarms
brought six engines, which soon began play-
ing on the flames. Ladders were brougnt
and let down through the opening, and, de-
scending these, the rescuers began to search
for the dead and dying, Surgeons and
priests joinea the firemen down in the dark,
smoke-stifled tonnel, where the latter, be-
grimmed with dirt and panting for breath,
struggled bravely against all odds. Luan-
terns flashed and bohbed about in the
murky gloom, #nd it was seen that one car
had been shoved completely through the one
aheud of it to within six feet of the forward
plutform, and this ear had jommed into the
one in front of 1t again and smashed the
plattorms of both, io faet, wrecking the
third car beyond repair,whila the locomotive
that had wronght the dawnge was jammed
into the two telescoped cars, and all were in
u binze,

Removing the Dead and Dying.

Dead, rousted und broken bodies, in all
sorts of pitinble attitudes, were among the
debris of the interior. But one was not
dend. Between the head of the locomotive
and the end of the car into which it had
smosbed was suspended by the shonlders
the body of a man whose legs had been torn
off.

AFTER THE RAILROADS.

TWO BILLS CALCULATED TO MAKE THE
COMPANIES DAKCE.

Ogpe Is the Annual Ohio Idea to Tax the
Gross Receipts—The Other Bill Provides
for the Examinstion of All Kallroad Em-
ployes.

FFPRCTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIMPATCM

CoLumnavs, 0., Feb. 20.—Twn bills were
introduced in the Legislature to-day to make
the railroad corporations dance. One is the
annual bill, providing for the taxation of
gross receipts of the companies. It requires
that each company owning railroad drawing
room cars, parlor cars, dinine ears, sleeping
cars, ete., having its prineipal office in any
other BState or country, whose cars
are transported throngh or into this
State upon any line of railway, to
annually, at the meeting ol the Boards of
Appraisers and Asscssors for Railroad
Property, submit a statement showing the
eatire receipts for the preceding year. The
gross receipts of the company shall be
estimated and apportioned among the sev.
eral eaunties through which it passes, and
be entered on the tax duplicate for taxation.

The second is still more radiecal iv its
charaoter, and affects both employes and
companies, It establishes a Board of Ex-
aminers of railway employes, and pre
scribes their duties and powers, The Gov-
ernor is to appoiot a eonduector, engineer
and a train dispatcher, or telegraph oper-
ator, all having 15 years’ experience.
They must give bond in $3,000 each,
and will receive a salary of §2,600
PEr  anpum. A secretary for  the
commission will receive $1,500, The total
expense of the board shall not exceed $11,000,
end it shall be borne by the corporstions
operating railronds and telegraph lines in
the State. The board shall officiute as arbi-
trators in differcnces between railroads and
em pluyeln and report findings to the General

mbly.

All conduetors, engineers and railroad
telegraph operators now running and oper-
atiog in the State, and all persons who way
thereafter be so employed, shall submit to
snd pass an examipation, nnd in no case
shall any conduetor, engineer or operator be
promoted until he shall first an exam-
ination before the bourd receive o cer-
tificate,

Hoe Was a Grandson of King Concomly,
the O1d Indian Chief.

The oldest native of Astoria, the firat
white settlementof the Northwest, is Ronald
MeDonald, now 67 years of age, He is a
grandson of old King Concomly, of happy
wemory, who lives in the songs and chroni-
cles of dusky descendants, and who bad a
gtreet in Astoria named after him, Rounald
MceDopald is a son of Archibald MeDouald,
an old Hudson Bay Compuny man.

At the time ol Ronald’s birth in Astoria
his grandtather, old Concomly, or Kum-
kumly, was a powerful chieltain, in com-
mand ot all the tribes from the wouth of
the Columbia river to the Fiathead eountry,
aod he was the only chief recognized by
the Hudson Bay Company, on aceount of
his great influence with all the tribes. -

When Ronald, our oldest Astorian, was
9214 years old his mother died, ana the Histle
tetlow was taken from Astoria to Fort Col-
ville, where he remained until he wus 7
vears old, when he was sent to St Jokn's
College at Winnipeg to be educated. This
was a tough trip for the little fellow, who
had to travel on snow shoes in the dead of
winter across the Hocky Mountains, a dist-
ance of 1,500 miles, but it was the beginning

THE INSIDE SECRETS

0f London’s Sensational Gambling
Scandal Given Out at Last,

PART OF THE PRINCE OF WALES,

A Hostess Deliberately Tlots to Ruin a
Guest’s Character.

THE ACCUSED HAS SOME DEFENDERS

Loxnox, Feb. 20.—The full particulars
of London’s high society ecard scandal, the
announcement of which was first made in
THE DIsPATOMI eables, are just eoming to
light. S8ir William Gordon-Cumming,
Part., Lieutenant Colonel of the Secots
Guards, 18 accused of having cheated at
cards in = game with the Prinee of Wales
and 15other representatives of Eunglish high
li'e. The charge is made by five witnesses,
who say they made the observations inde-
pendently of each other,

As soon as these five persons came to the
conclusion that Sir Willinm had cheated,
they put their heads together and laid the
matter betore the Prince of Wales. All
pledged themselves to absolnte secrecy on
the condition that the accnsed Daronet
should sign a paper to the effect that he
would never again touch cards. Sir Wilk
iam signed the paper. All this happened
last fall. Forn few weeks secrecy was ob-
served. Then the story of the incident be-
gan to leak out. Finally the whole truth
became known. Sir William was tried be-
fore a court of his fellow officers, and was
compelled to send in his papers. Aection
conerrning his case las been suspended,
however, pending the result of a suit tor
slander, whieh he is bringiog sgainst his
original accusers.

The Details of the Affalr,

The details of this remarkable sffair ars
substantially as follows: Lust September a
large party, including the Prince of Wales,
wns entertained for the St Leger week at
Tranby Croft by Mr. and Mre. Arthur Wil-
son., Bacsarat was played on the evenings
of the 8th and 9th.

In this game any number of players may
take part, and as many packs of cards msy
be used us are necessary to go around. The
face eards count ten, and the others for the
number of spots they bear. Bets are Iaid,
stukes heing placed on the cards as in faro,
and the banker deals two ecurds each
to all, including himself. Tne objecs
of each player—is to make the numbers 9,
189, 2. Aoy piayer may draw as muny
cards as he wishes so long as his total re-
mains under 29, By exeeeding this total he
forfeits his stuke. If, after the first dealing
of cards, any playerhas a “natural,” that
is, a total of nine or of the nextin value,
19, he ealls ont that he wins, and the banker
pays all with better hands than his own,
while sweeping down the stakes of all with
worse hands,

On the first evening of this play Mr,
Stanley Wilson, Mr. Arthur Wilson’s son,
and Mrs. Arthur Wilson, were convineed
that they had eausht Sir William cheating.
Whenever Sir William was favored by the
turn of the eard, both the nostess and her
son were sure they saw him add counting
checks to his pile ol stakes, and, in the con-
trary eveat, withdraw checks surrepti-
tionsly. This mode of cheating is known
on the Continent am the poaseite,

Communicating the IMscovery.

The Wilsons revesled their observations
to Mr. and Mrs, Lycett Green and Mr,
Berkeley Levett, a fellow officer of Sir
Willians, All five asgreed to watch the
SusD man independently of each other
at the gnme of the following evening. At
the elose of the game on the evening of the
9th all agreea that Sir William had per-
sistently cheated the bank.

Mr. Lycett Green wus appointed spokes-

man for the party. On the evening of the
10th he confided the whole affair to Lord
Coventry and left it to his eare for settle-
mwent, Lord Coventry took General Owen
Williams into consultation. Lord Coventry
aud General Williams agreed that it was
imperative to lay the matter before the
Prinee of Whales, and to urge on him the ad-
visability of absolute silence. As the con-
dition of thissilence, which would save him
from unpleasant consequences, Sir William
must sirn a paper to the effect that he wonld
not touch a card for the rest of his life. The
Prince accepted these sucgestions. Lord
Coventrv and General Williams next catled
on Sir William and informed him of the ac-
cus:itions.

Bir William donied the charges with
vehemence and ealled for an audience with
the Prince of Wales, Latein the evening
the request was grauted. He and Lord
Coventry and General Williums ap
before the Prines, and the whole affair was
reviewed. Sir William asserted his inno-
cence with rll possible emphasis. After he
had withdrawn, the Prince siw Mr. and
Mrs., Green, Mrs. Arthur Wilson, Mr.
Stanley Wilson and Mr, Levett, torother
with Lords E. and A. Somerset and Mr.
Keubeu Sassoon, all of whom had become
acquainted with the circumstances.

A Conspiracy of Silence,

With them he listened o the verification
of their allegations by the five persons who
presented themselves us witnesses. It was
then pointed out what a terrible scandal
would be the result of the divulzement of
the incidents which had oceurred. There-
upon u conspiraey of silence was ratified, all
present pledging themselves to secreey, on
the condition that 8ir William should smign
the undertaking whose nature has been
speeified.

It was well on loward morning when Lord
Coventry and General Williaws luid before
Sir William the pledge that he would never
sgain touch a card. The pledge, if signed,
would be an acknowledment of guilt. Oan
the other hand, refusal to sign would lead
to an open scandal. His friends say that
Sir William was unable t» summon that
rare  spirit  known as “Z.o’clock-in-the-
morning courage,”” sud so he signed the
paper to save his uame from the stigma of
broadcast seandal.  All other persons cog-
nizant of the affair also signed the paper,
which wasgiven to the Prince of Wales for
safekeeping.

The next morning, September 11, the
party broke up. The inevitable rumors
were pfloat in the middle of November.
They were faint at first, nnd received com-
paratively little eredence, for the family
record and material welfare of Sir William
were such as= to give them all apparantly one
of the lie. He was the representative of the
oldest and most honorable families of the
north of Scotland. His estates are large,
and vield a free income which places him
quite beyond embarrassment. He bad been
a welcome person in the highest socisty for
more than 20 years, and in civil and mili-
tar life had "been esteemed as a man of
scrupnlous honor. No man is more popu-
lar in the fine regiment whose uniform he
has worn so0 long. He upheld its credit, as
s volunteer, at Ulundi, where he was the
first man into Cetewayo's krasl; in the
Eeyptian campaign and through the desper-
ate fighting of Sir Herbert Stewart's desert

march.
The Pledge of Secrecy Broken.

Still these rumors would not down. On
the contrary, they grew louder and more
definite. Just before Christmas Sir Wil-
liaw began fo hear them, He learned from
an auon us letter that the pledge of
secrecy had been broken. He went 1o the
Colonel of the Guard Regiment to which he
belongs, and told him everything. The
Colonel convened a cuurt consisting of the
five sepior officers of the regiment, whose
finding was that Sir Willlam wust send in
his papers, not on sccount of the scandal,
but oo the narrower military ground of his
non-umglhnu with.the regulation than an
officer whose honor has been impugoed must
immediately put himself in the hands of his
commanding officer. Since the pam were
seot in n in regard to them been
suspended, because & formal account of the
transactions at Tranby Croft was with some
wpparent malevolence, addressed 1w the Ad-
jutant General,

Auother and stronger season for suspend-

ing final action has been the by
Sir William of a suit for.slander aguinst
Mrs. Arthur Wilson, My, Stanley Wilson,
and Mr. and Mrs. Lycett Green, and Mr.
Berkeley Levett on the ground that they
inwﬁ? to him dishonest conduct while
playing at cards. The writ has been served,
and it is stated that the setion will be
strenuously prosecuted and defended. No
damages are claimed. Sir Charles Russell,
Q. C., M. P, has been retained for the de-
tendante. Tt is said that Mr. O. F. Gill will
represent the plaintiff,

11 As the matter stands Sir William is far
from being the only one of the Tranby
Croft party who is in the shadow of the
baccarat seandal, He has found many de-
fendants wio advoeate at Jeast a suspension
of jndgment until the exse shall have been
tried in conrt. Mot of these defenders have
not been scant in their enticism of the
Wilsons and their friends. “The detective
brigade” is the pbrase spolied by one writer
to the hostess and her relatives who watched
and denounced Sir William’s play.

Not a Very Agreeable Part.

Another writer says: “But here we have
a hostess calmly confederating with her
family with a view to detect, and to expose,
if detected, one of her guests in an act
which, if proved, would ruin him for lifel
This appears to be an utter violation of all
the duties of hospitality. If amanisona
visit, his host and hostess are bound to pro-
tect him so fur as they can against anvibiog
oceurring during the visit that might make
bim regret it. For a hostess to turn private
detective against one of her guests, and to
eniist her family in the service, i= not in
accordance with the ordinary relations that
ought to exist betwean hostess and guest.”

A radieal paragrapher of humorous ten-
dencies has proposed a mock solution of the
complieation, at the same time giving the
Prince of Wales a smart rebuke for his part
in the affair. He says: “Of course, in
deterence to their sex, the ladies concerned
in the ocase must be politely over-
looked. The officer prinecipaily implicated
shonld immediately challenge his three
male accusers, cross to Boulogne, and kill
them. Then, giviog himself up promptly
to the loesl military authorities, he will be
judged there by court-martial and eon-
demned to a few bours of arrest. After en-
tertainiog bis judges at dioner he will re-
turn to England, and, as no one ean be tried
twice for the same offense, he need fear no
further legal procesdings on this score.
He should then compel an eminent
personage, io whom, it is suggested,
he recently rendered s heroie ser-
viee, to procure hizx  reinstate-
ment In the regiment, which obtained, he
should tear his commission into tatters and
fling the remnants into his commanding offi-
cer’s face. This would necessitate another
visit to Bonlogne, when for melodramatic
purposes and others it wonld be advisable
that they should each kill the other. The
eminent persoosge must forever forswear
gambling, betting, horse racing and other

outhful frivolities, and should become

resident of the Anti-Gambling League,
the Christian Younye Men's Association and
the Dress Reform Society.”

SEVENTH DAY BAPTISTS

REFUSE TO VOTE AT A SPECIAL ELEC-
TIOR HELD ON SATURDATY.

Consequently the Republican Candidate
for Congress in a Khode Island Dis-
trict Has WiHhdrawn From the Con-
tost—Mixtare of Religion and Polltlos, 5

ProvipExce, Feb. 20.—The religions
issue raised in the Congressional confest to
be decided to-morrow is deplored. It is
well-known that the State of Rhode Island
has always had a jealous regard for freedom
of conscience. In the western part of the
State is areltgious sect known as the Seventh
Day Baptists, Thevy hold Saturday to be
the Lord's Day,and observe it as such. They
are descended from the early settlers of the
province and perhaps without exception are
Republieans,

In November there was no election for
Congress in the Western district of Rhode
Island, neither the ERepublican, Warren
P. Arnold, nor the Democrat, Charles H.
Page, kaving a majority of all the votes,
as required by law. In a second elec-
tion a plurality is  sufficient. It
became the duty of the Geoeral Assembly
to appoint the day for anather election. The
Demosrats who have a larre majority io the
House, insisted upon selecting Satorday
with the intent, the Republienns allege, of
thercby disfranchising the Seventh Day
RBaptists, After considerable protest the
Demoerats gained their point, and to-mor-
row was appointed as the dav.

On Moudsy Iast a ennvention of the Sey-
enth Day Baptist churches solemaly re-
solved that they could not conscientionsly
take part in av election held on Saturday,
aod would therefore remain away from the
polls, The Hon. Warren P. Arwold, the
Repuablican candidate, who himself resides
in the Western part of the State and hasa
high respect for bis fellow citizens of the
Seventh Day Baptist faith, then followed
with his announcement of withdrawal de-
elaring that he would not be a candidate in
an election st which citizens were
disfranchised on account of thewr
religious belief. In this course he has been
ununimously indorsed by the Hepubiiean
State Committee. Mr. Page will, therefore,
have o walkover, but the Hepublicans are
convinced that it will be the dearest victory
ever won by the Democracy of that distriet.

S0LD TO0 A SYNDICATE.

The laod is on the very top of
the mountain, and includes the old Confed-
erate war fort.

HUNTING FOR HEIRS.

The Story of the Old United States
Baok Fought by Jackson

REVIVED BY NEW DEVELOPMENTS,

Prominent Persons Are Now Living Ene
titled to Trost Fands.

A TALE RETOLD OF A FAMOUS FAILURE

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—An adver
tisement published this week by Christopher
Fallon, calling for the legal heirs of Samuel
Jaudon, at ope time cashier of the Uniled
States Baok, brings to light an interesting
story in connection with that once famous
institution.

The bank occupied the quarters now used
by the Girard Bank, on Third street, below
Chestout, the structure that so closely re-
sembles the presen: Custom House, and al-

though it was a power in the financial
world, and its deposits and transactions
were on an enoyntous scale, it early in the
present century became involved in a bitter
contest with President Andrew Jackson,
whose ideas were against its system of busi-
pess. Old Hickory refused it o renewal of
its charter, nnd, thouzh there were suits car-
ried to the Supreme Court of the United
States, he finally crushed it ont of existonce.

When the bank failed, it was aiter a
special aet of the Legislature passed on May
14, 1841, allowing the frustees to make an
assignment,

Many Illastrions Depositors.

Several suits are recorded after the erash,
notable amonz them being one agaiost
Nathaniel Biddle, the bank's presidest, who
was accused of subvertiog several huodred
thousand dollars of its funds to his own use.

It is stated that at the time of the collapse
the Queen of Spain had nearly $1,000,000 on
deposit there. The Rothschilds were slso
largely interested, they bringing suits,among
others, through their attorseys, William B,

and Henry M. Phillips, who
claimed dividends on £990,000 sterling
for their clients. The Queen of Spuin’s ia=
terests were looked after by Cliristopher
Fallon, an unele of the atiorney who isat
present instituting the ioquiries as to the
whereabouts of the hieirs o1 the late cashier.

In 1850 the affsirs of the defunct iustito.
tion were finally settied, and in 1535 & smail
balance, consisting of real estate, waa
divided among William B. Reed, an uncle
of the present Judge Ieed; James A,
Bayard, father of ex-Secretary of Stats
Bayard; Christopher Fallon sad Samuel
Jaudon, the cashier.
